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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to tine Amendment filed on November 06, 2008. 
Applicant's cooperation in amending the claims to overcome the claim rejections relating 
to indefinite claim language is also appreciated. 
Claims 1-3, 7 were amended; and 
Claims 10-12 were newly added. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 

disclose or renders obvious the claimed combination of a control apparatus for an 

electrically assisted supercharger comprising a supercharger disposed on an intake 

passage of an internal combustion engine mounted on a vehicle, and-driven by an 

electric motor; controlling means for controlling the electric motor to control a boost 

pressure; pressure detecting means for detecting a state of the atmospheric pressure, 

an intake air mass detecting means for detecting the intake air mass; a turbocharger for 

performing supercharging by making use of an exhaust flow of the internal combustion 

engine; and including: 

"a variable nozzle mechanism for variably controlling a supercharging 
state by the turbocharger; wherein: 

when the atmospheric pressure detected by the pressure detecting 
means becomes less than a predetermined value, the controlling means 
makes a driving force of the electric motor larger than that when the 
atmospheric pressure is not less than the predetermined value, 

when the atmospheric pressure detected by the pressure detecting 
means becomes more than the predetermined value, the variable nozzle 
mechanism controls the variable nozzle opening with a feedback control 
based on a deviation in an intake air mass detected by the intake air mass 
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detecting means and a target intake air mass determined based on an 
operating state of the internal combustion engine, and 

when the atmospheric pressure detected by the pressure detecting 
means becomes less than the predetermined value, the variable nozzle 
mechanism prohibits the variable nozzle opening with the feedback 
control, based on the deviation between the intake air mass and the 
targeted intake air mass, and controls the variable nozzle opening with the 
targeted variable nozzle opening calculated based on the rotation number 
and load of the internal combustion engine." 



Examiner's Comment 

The heading on page 6 of the Office Action mailed on August 15, 2008 is 
corrected as following: 

"Claims [[3]] 4 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Takeuchi Makato (Pub. Number JP 06-288246 A), in view of Aoki Atsushi et al. 
(Pub. Number JP 2001-336433 A), and further in view of any of Woollenweber (Patent 
Number 6,141,965), Woollenweber (Patent Number 6,079,211), and Halami(Patent 
Number 6,029,457)."
